The naval appropriation bill, with

battle cruisers, and r.s other craft, 
66 m all, passed the senate yester- 
day by a vote of 69 to S. It carries 
$315,826,843, or $45,8~>7,5SS more 
than the total as the measure passed 
the house. 
One hundred and filtv- 


seven are to be built in three years. 


Many proposals to curtail the enor- 


mous building increases written in- 
to the measure by the senate na\al 
committee weie defeated overwhelm- 
ingly, and as soon as final passage 
was announced, the senate voted to 
insist on its amendments and send 
the bill at once to conference 
The 


house is expected to insist upon its 
building proi^ram, and a long strug- 
gle is tn prospect before agreement 
is reached.

November, 1914, Mr. William Mor- 
gan, 
of the firm of Tenney & Mor- 


gan, representing the Trade and La- 
bor assembly; Mr. Edward Strelt, a 
•love-plate molder, living, In West- 
ern avenue, this city, and a repre- 
sentative of the above-named body; 
Mr. R' W. Smith, South Side drug- 
gist, and who at the time was pres- 
ident and a member of the Newark 
Board of Trade, made affidavits that 
the Newark Natural Gas and Fuel 
Co. was discriminating against New- 
ark users of natural gas by falling 
to furnish a sufficient amount of gas 
for domestic purposes. 


This complaint was followed by 


threats by the gas company to shut 
the supply of gas off entirely, 
and 


other complications. 
The 
entir* 


matter was then taken to the Ohio 
State Board of Public Utilities for a 
hearing. Twenty persons from New- 
ark were subpoenaed, including the 
writer, the city retaining four at* 
torneys. 
It was agreed to allow 


the matter* to go into the court, and 
the gas company agreed to live up to 
the* terms of an injunction granted 
here to supply an ample amount of 
gas. till the case was finally settled 
iii the court. 
(The injunction 
is 


stfll iu fulleffect.) 


The same day of the hearing, at a 


conference with Assistant Attorney 
General Joseph McGhee, who had 
been assigned by then Attorney Gen- 
eral Hogan as attorney tor the Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission, this ques- 
tion was LSked:

AUTO SPEEDERS 


TO BE STOPPED 
BY NEW CRUSADE 


Orders were 
issued 
by Police 


Chief Sheridan last night to all pa- 
trolmen, designed to secure a more 
general observance of the ordinan- 
ces regulating automobile traffic in 
the city. 
The orders instructed the 


patrolmen to Issue warnings to all 
drivers that lights must be dimmed, 
unnecessary noises must be elimi- 
nated, speeding must be stopped and 
greater care used in parking ma- 
chines, 
particularly 
in 
districts 


where parking space is limited. 


Following the new order, Police 


Chief Sheridan and Mayor Blgbee 
made a tour of thp city observing 
the effects of the work of the offi- 
cers. 
Many violations were noted, 


and in all cases the officers stopped 
the 
drivers 
and 
issued warnings 


against future violations. 


While driving in the city automo- 


bllists must dim their lights, must 
have 
both 
front and rear lights 


burning, must not open engine nitif 
tiers, and must observe the rules 
regulating speed. 


In some cases auto drivers last 


night were inclined to argue the 
matter and to tell what was done in 
other cities. In each case the driver 
was told that he was in Newark 
and would be expected to conform 
with the regulations here in 
the 


future. 


"The warning has been issued," 


said 
Police 
Chief 
Sheridan 
this 


morning. 
"A large number of the 


more stubborn drivers were ordered 
in and reprimanded. 
Hereafter the 


drivers who refusp to comply with 
local regulations will not be favored 
with warnngs. Charges will be filed 
against them Liul will be prosecuted. 


"The observance of traffic regu- 


lations here will not work a hard- 
ship on anyone, and such observance 
will be beneficial to all auto owners 
and drivers as well as to pedestrians 
Their co-operation in these matters 
will make matters more pleasant for 
themselves as well for the officials 
who are seeking to secure an ob- 
servance of the laws." 


With these regulations properly 


observed and enforced and the ob- 
servance on the part of drivers of 
other vehicles 
with 
reference 
to 


keeping on the right side of the 
street and turning corners properly 
will greatly simplifv the handling 
of traffic in the city. 
In other cit- 


ies there aro numerous other regu- 
lations which are not in force here 
such as stopping vehicles in front of 
fire hvdrants, bringing automobiles 
to a full stop when passengers are 
taking on or discharging passengers 
All these are sensible regulations 
They should be generr.lly observed, 
even when not mentioned in the or- 
dinances.
